Dear  Mr.  Mayor: 

In  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  section  25  of 
chapter  3 of  the  Revised  Ordinances  of  1961, 1 respectfully 
submit  the  annual  report  of  the  Public  Works  Department 
for  the  period  from  July  1,  1981,  to  June  30,  1982. 

As  required  by  section  36  of  chapter  21  of  the  Revised 
Ordinances  of  1961, 1 am  also  submitting  the  annual  report 
of  the  Public  Improvement  Commission. 

Because  the  workings  of  the  department  are  such  that 
its  every  move  is  in  the  public  eye,  it  is  imperative  that 
this  department  operate  as  economically  and  efficiently  as 
possible.  The  operation  of  the  department  is  through  a Cen- 
tral Office  and  three  divisions.  Each  division  is  in  the 
charge  of  a Division  Engineer,  who  is  an  expert  in  his  par- 
ticular field.  The  following  are  the  functions  of  the  Public 
Works  Department:  the  construction,  reconstruction  of 
highways  and  sidewalks;  bridges;  street  lighting;  snow 
removal;  sanitation;  street  cleaning;  removal  and  disposal 
of  refuse  and  garbage.  The  engineering  requirements  to 
carry  on  the  above  programs  are  by  departmental 
employees,  assigned  by  contract  experts. 

Delegation  of  authority  in  the  department  is  as  follows: 
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Central  Office 

There  are  three  sections  in  the  Central  Office — an  Ad- 
ministrative Branch;  a Maintenance  Branch;  and  a Per- 
mit Branch. 

The  Administrative  Branch  processes  purchase  and  sup- 
ply requisitions,  service  orders,  payrolls,  personnel  requisi- 
tions, transfers,  promotions,  and  terminations.  This  branch 
also  handles,  studies,  and  prepares  reports. 

The  Maintenance  Branch  was  established  February  8, 
1960,  by  the  consolidation  of  the  Automotive  Section  and 
the  Repair  Shop,  formerly  in  the  Sanitary  Division.  This 
branch  is  responsible  for  the  care,  control,  and 
maintenance  of  department  vehicles.  It  is  also  in  charge 
of  the  public  utility  facilities  in  the  various  yards  and  serves 
as  a housekeeping  unit. 

Communications  Center 

The  department  maintains  a Communications  Center 
consisting  of  a main  base  station  radio,  linkage  by  closed 
circuit  teletype  system  with  eight  highway  yards,  and  the 
central  snow  office  at  400  Frontage  Road.  Departmental 
mobile  units  are  radio  equipped. 

During  the  year,  there  was  no  purchase  of  automotive 
equipment,  due  to  budgetary  restraints. 

Permit  Branch 

The  Permit  Branch  is  the  departmental  unit  for  the  is- 
suance of  permits  and  licenses.  This  branch  receives  depart- 
mental fees,  rentals,  and  charges  for  those  functions. 

Contract  Section 

One  of  the  more  important  functions  of  the  Ad- 
ministrative Branch  is  the  Contract  Section.  Here,  approx- 
imately ninety-seven  contracts,  involving  all  facets  of  public 
works,  are  processed.  The  volume  of  these  contracts 
amounted  to  expenditures  of  approximately  $13,248,558. 
The  work  is  extremely  technical,  as  there  must  be  strict 
compliance  with  the  general  laws,  ordinances,  and  special 
laws  pertaining  to  the  city.  Upon  execution  of  contracts, 
copies  of  periodical  estimates,  extensions  of  time,  and  ex- 
tra work  orders  are  processed  and  filed. 
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Fiscal  and  Accounting 

The  financial  and  accounting  records  of  the  department 
are  maintained  by  this  section. 

All  funds  are  appropriated  through  three  budgets,  five 
loan  accounts,  and  various  federal  and  state  grants. 

This  section  also  is  the  payroll  unit  for  all  personnel  of 
the  department  and  in  addition  to  processing  weekly  and 
monthly  overtime  payrolls,  it  maintains  the  sick  and  vaca- 
tion records  of  the  department. 

All  accounts  payable  to  vendors  and  contractors  are  paid 
through  this  section,  and  bookkeeping  records  are  kept  for 
all  these  accounts. 

The  following  statements  show  the  appropriations,  ex- 
penditures and  balance  of  the  department’s  funds  from  July 
1,  1981,  to  June  30,  1982.

There  were  fifty-nine  persons  who  had  been  laid  off  due 
to  lack  of  money  in  May,  1981,  who  were  restored  to  tem- 
porary employment  during  March,  1982.  It  is  anticipated 
that  all  those  laid  off,  numbering  some  106  persons,  will 
be  restored  to  their  permanent.  Civil  Service,  employment 
in  the  very  near  future. 


Public  Works  Department 
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MAINTENANCE  BRANCH 

I.  History 

Established  on  February  8,  1960,  by  consolidating  the 
former  Automotive  Division  with  the  Repair  Shops  which 
had  previously  been  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Sanitary 
Division,  Central  Office,  Maintenance  Branch’s  primary 
mission  was  (and  still  is)  to  keep  the  entire  Public  Works 
Department’s  motor  vehicle  fleet  in  maximum  operational 
condition. 

Functions  ancillary  to  fleet  maintenance  became  the 
responsibility  of  maintenance  branch:  dispensing  motor 
fuel;  keeping  an  inventory  of  automotive  spare  parts; 
establishment  of,  and  overseeing  workmanship  quality  on, 
contracts  with  private  vendors  for  more  extensive  repairs. 
The  division  is  also  required  to  process  and  maintain  all 
the  necessary  supportive  paperwork. 

Other  duties  seemed  to  naturally  fall  into  the  jurisdic- 
tion of  Central  Office.  In  an  era  of  increasing  specializa- 
tion it  was  logical  that  maintenance  of  the  department’s 
facilities  across  the  city  fall  the  lot  of  those  making 
mechanical  repairs.  Responsibilities  which  did  not  fit  neatly 
into  the  organization  of  the  other  divisions  were  assigned 
to  Maintenance  Branch:  for  instance,  the  Public  Works 
Department’s  communications  system. 

These  obligations  were  performed  in  different  shops 
spread  all  across  the  city.  In  FY78,  all  of  its  disparate  shops 
but  one  were  closed  and  the  personnel  brought  together 
under  one  roof:  the  then-new  Central  Maintenance  Facility 
at  400  Frontage  Road.  This  resulted  in  increased  efficiency 
and  better  management  control. 

Finally,  in  Fiscal  Year  1981  the  satellite  garage  at  Forest 
Hills  was  closed. 

II.  FY  82 

The  end  of  this  fiscal  year  was  to  be  the  second  stage 
of  Proposition  2-1/2  (a  statewide  referendum  to  relieve 
property  taxes  through  mandatory  reduction  of  all  state 
and  municipal  budgets  across  the  Commonwealth).  It  was 
supposed  to  take  the  form  of  another  15  percent  across- 
the-board  cut,  identical  to  that  experienced  last  fiscal  year. 

However,  increased  state  aid  not  only  prevented  further 
lay-offs,  some  of  those  employees  laid  off  last  year  have 
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been  rehired.  Granted,  they  were  rehired  on  a ninety-day 
provisional  appointment,  but  there  is  speculation  it  may 
become  a permanent  rehirement.  It  is  also  believed  that 
early  next  fiscal  year  may  see  more,  perhaps  all,  of  the  in- 
voluntary former  employees  put  back  on  the  payrolls. 

Reductions-In-Force  (RIFs)  continued  to  deplete 
Maintenance  branch’s  workforce  during  FY82.  But,  unlike 
FY81,  these  were  RIFs  of  attrition  only  and  involved  no 
layoffs.  This  decline  in  personnel  was  lessened  by  the 
transfer  back  into  the  division  by  one  man  and  the  ninety- 
day  provisional  appointment  of  a former  employee.

In  the  maintenance  shops  the  repairmen  have  managed 
to  keep  a large  enough  fleet  roadworthy  for  another  fiscal 
year.  This  despite  seriously  depleted  contracts  with  private 
vendors  for  service  and  parts  and  a smaller  Maintenance 
Branch  staff. 

In  early  1981,  installation  of  a microprocessor  unit  was 
completed  at  the  Central  Maintenance  Facility  fuel  depot. 
Initiation  of  daily  operation  followed  a short  time  later. 

This  microprocessor  automatically  records  all  informa- 
tion and  stores  it  in  a memory  cell.  This  eliminates  human 
error  and  increases  accountability.  All  by  itself  this  feature 
could  eventually  pay  back  the  $19,000  price  tag. 

However,  there  are  other  features  that  reduce  the 
payback  time:  a number-coding  system  for  easy  identifica- 
tion and  billing  of  other  city  agencies  fueling  at  CMF; 
cumulative  totalizers  for  each  pump  shows  what  has  been 
pumped  through  each  nozzle;  diminishing  totalizers  on 
each  tank  can  be  adjusted  at  each  delivery  to  show  the  exact 
inventory  of  each  fuel  at  any  time;  and  automatic  timing 
and  dating  reveals  attempted  fuelings  at  unusual  or  un- 
authorized times. 

At  the  user  end,  it  is  a very  simple,  self-service  system. 
Just  insert  the  two,  color-coded  plastic  cards  (green  for  the 
employee,  yellow  for  diesel-fueled  vehicles,  white  for 
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unleaded  gasoline  automobiles,  and  blue  for  regular 
gasoline  vehicles) , enter  the  vehicles’s  odometer  or  engine 
hour  reading  through  the  numerical  keyboard,  press  the 
“ENT”  key  and  activate  the  proper  pump  button. 

At  this  point,  if  all  is  correct,  a panel  will  light  on  the 
console  stating  that  the  card  is  OK  and  telling  the  user  to 
remove  the  card(s).  The  driver  then  removes  the  cards,  acti- 
vates the  pump,  dispenses  the  fuel  needed,  hangs  up  the 
hose  and  drives  away. 

On  the  other  end  of  this  system  is  a computer  keyboard 
terminal  which  affords  management  a wide  latitude  of  con- 
trol. With  it,  any  one  or  all  of  the  pumps  can  be  turned 
on  or  shut  off;  any  green,  four-digit  employee  card  can 
be  locked  out  or  made  valid;  and  management  can  get  a 
report  every  morning  of  the  previous  day’s  fueling  activ- 
ity printed  out  in  chronological  order  and  numbered 
consecutively. 

Each  transaction  indicates  which  employee  fueled  up, 
what  agency  that  person  works  for,  which  vehicle  was 
fueled,  the  date  and  time  of  the  transaction,  which  pump 
was  used,  what  kind  of  fuel  dispensed,  how  much  fuel  was 
received  and  the  odometer/engine  hour  reading.  It  would 
also  reflect  an  attempt  to  use  an  unauthorized  card,  any 
type  of  error  in  the  user’s  manipulation  of  the  pump  con- 
sole and  pump  cutoffs  due  to  limits  coded  into  the  vehicle 
cards. 

During  this  fiscal  year  there  was  one  major  change.  It 
was  made  on  the  fuel  data  system  and  consisted  of  the  addi- 
tion of  a command  which  automatically  collates  the  trans- 
actions according  to  the  city  agency  responsible  for  the 
vehicle.  This  is  a critical  function  since  it  determines  how 
much  each  outside  agency  is  to  be  charged. 

Previously  the  daily  reports  had  to  be  done  by  hand,  one 
agency  at  a time.  Trying  to  cull  one  agency’s  fuelings  from 
a list  averaging  150  transactions  was  a tedious  process. 
Moreover,  it  was  a process  in  which  errors  of  oversight  were 
very  possible. 

The  entire  procedure  would  take  at  least  three  hours 
every  day.  Using  this  new  command  the  entire  report  is 
collated  each  day  in  about  five  minutes.  Furthermore,  since 
it  is  done  mechanically,  the  possibility  of  oversight  is 
eliminated  and  accuracy  and  efficiency  thereby  increased. 
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III.  Summary 

The  department’s  fleet  is  now  at  a point  where  it  must 
be  pared  down.  Soon  the  oldest,  most  badly  worn  trucks 
will  have  to  be  sold.  This  will  have  several  effects.  First, 
the  department  will  have  a neater,  cleaner  appearance. 
Secondly,  and  more  important,  it  will  relieve  the  depart- 
ment of  the  burden  of  an  ever-increasing  cost  to  maintain 
these  vehicles.  Third  and  last,  it  will  bring  in  new  revenue 
with  which  to  repair  those  vehicles  remaining. 

Maintenance  Branch  has  carried  out  its  primary  mission 
in  spite  of  severely  adverse  conditions:  a diminished  and 
diminishing  staff,  little  money,  and  an  entire  fleet  that  is 
another  year  older. 

However  commendable  were  the  efforts  of  the  mainte- 
nance crews,  supervisors,  and  managers,  those  efforts  were 
still  overshadowed  by  one  significant  detail  of  which  most 
Public  Works  employees  are  unaware. 

That  detail  is  the  new  command  for  the  fuel  pump.  Pre- 
viously the  machine  was  simply  an  expensive  recording 
device.  It  can  now  manipulate  that  information  in  one  way 
which  can  be  useful  to  the  department  and  do  it  at  a speed 
and  with  an  accuracy  heretofore  impossible. 

This  feature  is  merely  one  of  hundreds  a computer  would 
be  able  to  perform.  Maintenance  Branch  has  taken  its  sec- 
ond step  into  the  computer  age. 

ENGINEERING  DIVISION 
ADMINISTRATIVE  SECTION 

The  administrative  duties  and  clerical  work  were  car- 
ried out  in  the  Engineering  Division  of  the  Public  Works 
Department  by  a head  clerk. 

These  duties  consisted  of  recording  daily  and  weekly  time 
reports,  payrolls,  budgets,  personnel  records,  correspon- 
dence which  included  indexing,  filing,  telephone  informa- 
tion, waiting  on  customers  coming  into  the  office  seeking 
information  on  various  questions  pertaining  to  street  con- 
struction, etc.  All  contract  books  and  specifications  were 
originated  from  this  office  which  were  typed,  proofread, 
collated,  and  assembled  for  distribution. 

The  annual  report  was  also  typed  in  the  Administrative 
Section  and  distributed  to  their  respective  offices. 
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Consultant’s  payments  were  made  up  from  this  office, 
processed,  and  forwarded  for  payment  for  services  per- 
formed. Street  lighting  programs  and  the  usual  highway 
and  sidewalk  contracts  were  also  put  together  to  be  bid  on. 

Street  layouts,  discontinuances  and  state-owned  plans 
were  alphabetized  on  our  up-to-date  card  system  giving 
all  information  relative  to  the  individual  plans. 

PUBLIC  IMPROVEMENT  COMMISSION 
DESIGN  REVIEW  SECTION 

The  Public  Improvement  Commission,  Design  Review 
Section,  under  the  supervision  of  the  chief  engineer,  com- 
pleted the  following  work  during  the  period  of  this  report. 

Design  review  and  processing  of  detailed  plans  relative 
to  the  Public  Improvement  Commission  during  this  time 
period  was  substantial.  Each  year  unique  problems  are 
presented  to  the  Commission;  this  year  was  no  exception. 
Petitions  to  construct  buildings  with  bay  windows  and 
balconies  over  the  public  way  became  the  rule  rather  than 
the  exception.  Upon  petition  for  a vertical  discontinuance 
of  this  magnitude,  research  by  our  conveyancer  with 
respect  to  ownership  of  the  public  way  in  question,  is 
begun.  Ownership  by  the  city  requires  an  appraisal  of  land 
value  relating  to  the  proposal.  When  the  appraisal  is  com- 
pleted it  is  forwarded  as  a recommendation  from  the  Public 
Improvement  Commission  to  the  City  Council  for  sale  of 
public  lands.  Acceptance  of  the  appraisal  allows  the  Com- 
mission to  proceed  with  the  discontinuance  process.  From 
July  I,  1981,  to  June  30,  1982,  the  Commission  responded 
to  fifteen  petitions  for  encroachments  over  public  ways. 

As  in  past  years,  the  chief  engineer  is  involved  in  work 
which  essentially  represents  serving  in  a liaison  capacity 
for  the  Public  Works  Department  with  other  agencies  and 
departments.  These  include  the  Traffic  and  Parking 
Department  Liaison  Meetings,  Interagency  Committee  for 
the  Central  Artery  Project,  Urban  Systems  Projects,  and 
Southwest  Corridor  Projects,  to  list  a few. 

The  design  review  process  began  with  reference  to  the 
proposed  installation  of  a television  cable  system  in  Boston. 
Many  man-hours  were  spent  and  are  being  spent  to  im- 
plement the  system  in  an  orderly  process.  Coordination 
between  the  applicant  and  the  Public  Works  Department 
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is  rigid.  As  chief  engineer  of  the  Public  Improvement  Com- 
mission, it  is  my  responsibility  to  process  “Grant  of  Loca- 
tion” applications  and  plans  for  approval  prior  to  construc- 
tion of  the  cable  system  within  the  public  ways. 

Plot  plans/site  plans,  were  processed  and  reviewed  by 
the  chief  engineer  for  compatibility  with  public  ways  and 
private  ways  open  to  public  travel.  Commercial  and 
residential  driveway  openings  were  reviewed  from  a public 
safety  and  general  impact  on  public  ways  standpoint. 

Installation  of  underground  and  overhead  services  by 
private  utility  companies  were  processed  and  reviewed  as 
to  feasibility  and  impact  within  public  ways. 

RECORDS  SECTION 

The  Records  Section  of  the  Engineering  Division,  Public 
Works  Department,  is  responsible  for  the  filing  and 
maintenance  of  plans,  books  and  related  documents  as 
follows: 

(1)  Official  laying-out  plans; 

(2)  Plans  of  any  changes  in  public  ways  such  as  specific 
repairs,  widenings,  relocations,  extensions,  and  discontinu- 
ances; 

(3)  Plans  of  eminent  domain  takings  for  public  pur- 
poses and  plans  of  various  easements; 

(4)  Land  court  plans  involving  public  ways; 

(5)  Records  of  bench  marks  established  throughout  the 
city; 

(6)  Histories  of  streets. 

During  the  fiscal  year,  we  furnished  engineering  infor- 
mation to  more  than  3,000  people,  including  consulting 
engineers,  surveyors,  architects,  lawyers,  conveyancers, 
city  agencies,  utility  companies,  and  the  general  public. 

The  Records  Section  also  checks  all  Land  Court  plans, 
which  involve  public  ways  within  the  City  of  Boston.  These 
plans  are  checked  for  conformance  to  established  city  street 
lines.  After  checking  these  plans,  the  Land  Court  supplies 
us  with  a copy  of  the  decree  plan  for  each  case  which  then 
becomes  part  of  our  permanent  record. 

We  also  appear  in  court  to  answer  subpoenas  for  cases 
involving  public  ways  within  the  city  limits.  In  court,  we 
are  required  to  interpret  official  plans  and  records. 

The  Records  Section  maintains  a complete  history  of 
public  and  private  ways.  This  history  is  kept  up-to-date 
as  changes  are  made  in  individual  streets. 
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The  Records  Section  also  operates  and  maintains  the 
equipment  necessary  to  produce  blue  line,  xerox,  and 
microfilm  copies  of  plans  and  records  as  requested.  We  sup- 
ply these  reproductions  to  virtually  every  department  and 
agency  of  the  City  of  Boston,  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts,  MBTA  and  the  various  utility  companies. 
See  the  list  titled  “Work  of  Reproduction  Section,”  for  a 
complete  report  of  all  copies  requested  and  made. 

In  addition  to  the  above  duties,  we  are  also  engaged  in 
an  ongoing  program  to  microfilm  every  document  which 
we  have  on  file.  Approximately  13,700  tracings  have  been 
microfilmed.  This  represents  approximately  25  percent  of 
our  plans  on  file.  In  this  process,  a microfilm  card  and  a 
duplicate  card  for  each  plan  has  been  produced,  typed, 
cross-indexed  and  filed.  This  amounts  to  approximately 
39,400  cards. 

This  process  enables  us  to  maintain  accurate  records 
which  are  readily  accessible  for  viewing  and/or  reproduc- 
tion. This  system  has  the  further  advantage  of  helping  to 
preserve  the  original  material  from  the  wear  and  tear  of 
everyday  use. 

The  Records  Section  also  has  the  function  of  collecting 
fees  arising  from  the  sale  of  copies  of  plans  and  records. 

During  the  fiscal  year  July  1,  1981,  to  June  30,  1982, 
the  total  revenue  collected  was  $4,053.

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CONTRACT  COMPLIANCE  OFFICE 

During  the  fiscal  year  1981-1982,  the  Contract  Com- 
pliance Office  was  responsible  for  compliance,  enforce- 
ment, and  monitoring  functions  in  accordance  with; 

a . The  President’s  Executive  Order  No.  11246,  dated 
September  24,  1965 

b . The  Housing  and  Urban  Developing  Act  of  1968 

c . Mayor  Kevin  H.  White’s  Executive  Order  entitled, 
“Encouraging  Minority  Business  Enterprise,” 
dated  July  1,  1978. 

d . Mayor  Kevin  H.  White’s  Executive  Order  entitled, 
“The  City  of  Boston  Supplemental  Minority  Par- 
ticipation and  Resident  Preference  Section,”  dated 
October  15,  1979. 

While  being  consistent  with  the  Mayor’s  Mandate  for 
Departmental  Accountability,  the  Public  Works  Depart- 
ment, through  its  Contract  Compliance  Office,  was  and 
is  able  to  track  a construction  or  construction-related  con- 
tract from  the  bid  advertisement  through  to  the  final  pay- 
ment in  accordance  with  the  city,  state  and  federal  ex- 
ecutive orders.  The  Contract  Compliance  Office  also 
responded  to  several  audits  conducted  by  public  agencies 
as  well  as  audits  conducted  by  private  agencies  when 
federal  funds  were  involved  in  construction  projects. 

Overview  of  construction  activities  presently  being  per- 
formed by  contractors  as  follows: 

1 . Total  number  of  contracts  awarded  during  fiscal 

year  1981-1982  which  were  reviewed  and 
monitored  — twelve.

seventeen. 
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PLANNING,  PROGRAMMING  — DESIGN  SECTION 

In  fiscal  1982,  this  section  assumed  the  responsibility  for 
the  design  and  advertising  of  four  neighborhood  shopping 
centers  for  the  Neighborhood  Development  and  Employ- 
ment Agency. 

Lower  Mills  — $293,940.00 
Fields  Corner  — $526,246.25 
Uphams  Corner  — $149,349.25 
Roslindale  Square  — $102,874.50 
This  work  was  completed  as  per  our  Memorandum  of 
Understanding  and  the  salaries  of  those  involved  were  paid 
for  by  Block  Grant  funds. 

Much  engineering  was  accomplished  on  twelve  state-aid 
projects  as  per  our  Memorandum  of  Agreement  with  the 
State  Department  of  Public  Works.  The  first  construction 
under  this  program  will  be  in  fiscal  ’83  with  projects  to 
follow  on  a continous  basis. 

With  the  award  of  the  franchise  for  Cable  TV,  much 
work  consisting  of  analysis  and  coordination  for  the  writing 
of  the  License  Agreement  and  the  preparation  for  construc- 
tion was  accomplished  by  this  section. 

Again,  as  in  the  previous  year,  this  section  experienced 
a reduction  in  personnel  without  a comparable  reduction 
in  work  load.

The  Survey  Section  under  the  direction  of  an  associate 
civil  engineer  performed  the  following  types  of  work  in 
the  twelve  months  between  July  1,  1981,  and  June  30, 
1982: 

(1)  Topographical  surveys  and  plans  for  the  design  and 
construction  of  various  public  facilities; 

(2)  Survey  and  plans  for  the  laying  out,  widening,  and 
construction  of  public  highways; 

(3)  Reconstruction  surveys  and  reports  for.the  installa- 
tion of  street  lighting,  sidewalks,  roadways,  and 
sewer  and  water  pipes; 

(4)  Field  engineering  surveys  relating  to  the  preserva- 
tion and  maintenance  of  street  line  locations  records; 

(5)  Surveys  and  plans  for  recording  and  transfer  of  land 
to  city  departments  or  for  public  sale; 

(6)  Furnishing  street  locations  and  related  engineering 
data  to  other  agencies  and  authorities,  including  ser- 
vices of  consultants  or  contractors  engaged  by  these 
agencies  or  authorities.

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SANITARY  DIVISION 

The  following  is  a report  of  the  activities  and  ac- 
complishments of  the  Sanitary  Division  (Solid  Waste  Con- 
trol) during  the  period  July  1,  1981,  to  June  30,  1982. 


Administrative  Section 

Administration 

The  Administrative  Section  supervises  and  oversees  the 
administration  of  the  division;  prepares  and  maintains  the 
budget;  prepares  all  reports  and  correspondence;  prepares 
all  contracts  for  public  bidding  and  execution;  prepares 
and  processes  all  payments  contractual,  service  orders,  pur- 
chase orders.  Compiles  and  maintains  records  on  collec- 
tion and  disposal  of  solid  waste,  abandoned  car  programs, 
processes  applications  for  permits  for  the  transportation 
of  refuse,  and  supervises  the  operation  of  the  Snow  Emer- 
gency Center. 


Collection  Section 
Refuse  Collection  Contracts 

The  city  exercised  its  first  renewal  option  in  accordance 
with  Article  1 1 of  the  publicly  advertised  refuse  collection 
contracts  which  provided  for  the  renewal  of  the  contracts 
effective  July  1,  1981.  All  eleven  district  contracts  for  col- 
lecting and  removing  refuse  were  renewed  with  the  pres- 
ent contractors.  The  total  expenditure  in  1981-1982  for 
refuse  contracts  amounted -to  $6,378,712,  a decrease  of 
$3,190  over  the  previous  twleve  months.  A total  of  218,099 
tons  of  household  refuse  was  collected  during  the  year. 

Abandoned  Vehicles 

The  division  removes  abandoned,  junk  vehicles  from  the 
public  ways,  streets,  and  lots  within  the  city.  These  vehicles 
are  first  processed  by  the  Police  Department  and  then  for- 
warded to  this  division  for  removal. 

This  division  publicly  advertises  annually  a contract  for 
removing  abandoned,  junk  vehicles  which  resulted  in  a 
contract  being  awarded  to  the  bidder  which  calls  for  a pay- 
ment to  the  city  of  $55.79  per  vehicle.  A total  of  599  aban- 
doned vehicles  were  removed  from  the  streets  at  an  income 
of  $33,418.21  to  the  city. 
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Gardner  Street  Sanitary  Landfill 

A total  of  7,470  tons  of  refuse  was  disposed  of  at  the  land- 
fill by  city  agencies.  In  keeping  with  state  health  codes  on 
proper  cover  on  a landfill,  3,928  tons  of  cover  material  was 
used  during  the  period  of  this  report. 

Outside  Disposal  Sites 

The  city  exercised  its  option  in  accordance  with  Article 
17  of  the  publicly  advertised  disposal  of  refuse  from  various 
districts  of  Boston  contracts,  which  provided  for  renewal 
contracts,  effective  July  1,  1981  to  June  30,  1982.  Con- 
tracts were  renewed  with  Browning  Ferris  Industries,  Inc., 
Transfer  District,  29  East  Street,  Cambridge,  Massachu- 
setts, to  dispose  of  refuse  from  Districts  lA  - Charlestown 
and  4 - Brighton;  Refuse  Energy  Systems  Company,  100 
Salem  Turnpike,  Saugus,  Massachusetts,  to  dispose  of  refuse 
from  Districts  IB  - Boston  Proper,  and  9 - East  Boston; 
SCA  Disposal  Services  of  New  England,  Inc.,  140  Brookline 
Avenue,  Boston,  Massachusetts,  to  dispose  of  refuse  from 
Districts  2 - Jamaica  Plain,  5 - South  Boston,  and  8 - Hyde 
Park;  Town  of  Braintree,  Charles  Associates,  1 John  Fitz- 
gerald Kennedy  Memorial  Drive,  Braintree,  Massachusetts, 
to  dispose  of  refuse  from  District  3 - Dorchester  North; 
Browning  Ferris  Industries,  Inc.,  Quincy  District,  22 
Nightingale  Avenue,  Quincy,  Massachusetts,  to  dispose  of 
refuse  from  Districts  6 - West  Roxbury  and  7 - Dorchester 
South;  and  Browning  Ferris  Industries,  Inc.,  Brighton 
District,  164  Market  Street,  Brighton,  Massachusetts,  to 
dispose  of  refuse  from  District  10  - Roxbury.  The  total  ex- 
penditure, for  disposal  contracts,  was  $4,142,692.  A total 
of  218,099  tons  of  refuse  was  disposed  of  under  these 
contracts. 

Snow  Removal 

The  Snow  Emergency  Center  located  in  Room  113,  City 
Hall,  completed  its  twentieth  year  of  operation,  en- 
countered a fairly  mild  winter  insofar  as  the  total  number 
of  snowstorms  and  snowfall  was  concerned.  Two  major 
snowfalls,  that  of  December  6-7,  1981,  in  excess  fo  18  in- 
ches, and  the  “Blizzard  of  1982,”  an  early  springtime  storm 
on  April  6-7,  1982,  which  deposited  in  excess  of  22  inches, 
necessitated  the  opening  of  the  Snow  Emergency  Center. 
Both  storms  were  “sleepers”  in  that  the  conditions  creating 
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them  were,  until  the  last  moment,  extremely  difficult  to 
predict  with  any  precision.  The  Spring  Blizzard  of  1982 
was  the  most  devastating  ever  to  hit  the  city  in  many  years 
for  that  time  of  year. 

The  center  was  operated  under  the  supervision  of 
Stephen  J.  Clegg,  administrative  assistant  of  the  Person- 
nel Section,  Central  Office,  Administrative  Branch,  as 
director.  All  divisions  of  the  department  supplied  person- 
nel who  were  the  nucleus  of  the  operation  of  the  center. 
Also,  representatives  from  the  Traffic  and  Parking,  Fire, 
Office  of  Public  Service,  and  the  Boston  Police  Department 
were  working  in  the  center  along  with  the  MBTA,  Gas, 
Edison,  and  Telephone  representatives,  and  all  other  city 
departments  were  in  constant  contact  with  the  center  ready 
to  render  assistance  where  needed.  The  Emergency  Center 
received  in  excess  of  12,000  calls  during  these  storms  from 
residents  of  Boston  requesting  information  and  assistance. 

The  Emergency  Center  was  commended  for  the  man- 
ner in  which  all  personnel  involved  performed  during  these 
emergencies.  During  the  April  blizzard,  the  calls  were  of 
such  variety  and  magnitude  it  is  virtually  impossible  to 
categorize  them. 

Although  the  snow-fighting  ability  of  the  department 
was  somewhat  hampered  due  to  severe  financial  constraints 
and  a marked  reduction  in  the  number  of  available 
employees  in  the  Public  Works  Department,  those  who 
were  available  “accomplished  the  mission”  with  extraor- 
dinary zeal  in  a most  exemplary  manner.  It  can  be  in- 
disputably stated  that  the  citizens  of  Boston,  both  of  the 
business  community  and  residential  areas,  as  well  as  the 
surrounding  so-called  “commuter  communities”  were  most 
well-served  by  the  Public  Works  Department  “Snow 
Fighters.”  The  close  cooperation  and  coordination  through 
the  Emergency  Center  of  city  departments,  as  well  as 
private  agencies,  was  a key  point  in  the  success  of  meeting 
the  demands  caused  by  these  storms. 

The  accomplishments  and  experiences  of  the  past  snow 
season  encountered  and  overcome  by  the  Public  Works 
Department  snow-fighting  force  will  long  be  remembered. 
Those  accomplishments  stand  as  a positive  and  enduring 
mark  of  the  dedication  and  devotion  to  duty  of  the  loyal 
and  faithful  public  employee.

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  chapter  21,  sec- 
tion 36,  Revised  City  Ordinances  of  1961,  the  following 
report  of  the  Public  Improvement  Commission  for  the 
period  from  July  1,  1981,  to  June  30,  1982,  is  respectfully 
submitted. 

During  the  period  covered  by  this  report  the  following 
improvements  were  ordered:

Aguadilla  Street,  Boston  Proper  District,  from  the  end 
of  the  public  portion  to  Tremont  Street,  over  portions  of 
West  Brookline  Street,  private  land,  and  Pembroke  Street.

During  this  fiscal  period  the  Public  Improvement  Com- 
mission processed  6,471  municipal  lien  certificates,  stating 
whether  or  not  there  were  outstanding  street  or  sidewalk 
betterments  against  properties  in  the  City  of  Boston. 

CABLE  TELEVISION 

Prior  to  the  end  of  Fiscal  1981  the  Public  Facilities  Com- 
mission voted  as  follows: 

“Pursuant  to  the  authority  contained  in  St.  1966,  c. 
642,  s.  3 (f)  (ii)  and  (vi),  the  Public  Facilities  Com- 
mission does  hereby  vote  to  delegate  all  authority  and 
responsibility  to  the  Public  Improvement  Commission 
for  administering  and  supervising  those  contracts  in- 
cluded under  the  special  program  area  of  the  plan- 
ning and  development  activities  related  to  the  grant- 
ing of  a franchise  for  a cable  television  system  in  Boston 
including,  but  not  limited  to,  planning  for  a broad 
range  of  institutional  and  municipal  uses;  said  delega- 
tion to  be  effective  immediately  and  continue  through 
June  30,  1981.  Is/  Stuart  E.  Marwell,  Robert  Ryan: 
Public  Facilities  Commission.” 

Upon  receiving  this  responsibility,  the  Public  Improve- 
ment Commission  consulted  with  Richard  Borten,  cable 
coordinator.  Office  of  the  Mayor,  and  unanimously  voted 
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— To  enter  into  public  service  contracts  with  Marylou 
Batt,  Richard  Borten,  John  Cowles,  Thomas 
Hargadon,  Dan  Jones,  Nina  Primm,  and  John 
Ward. 

— To  establish  a Cable  TV  Review  Committee  staffed 
by  Robert  Albee,  Marylou  Batt,  Richard  Borten, 
Carmine  Buono,  John  Cowles,  Thomas  Hargadon, 
Dan  Jones,  Malarkey-Taylor  Associates,  Stuart 
Marwell,  Nina  Primm,  and  John  Ward. 

The  purpose  of  the  Cable  TV  Review  Committee  was 
to  assist  the  City  of  Boston  through  its  Mayor’s  Office  of 
Cable  Communications  in  the  review  of  final  applications. 
Committee  members  were  assigned  roles  commensurate 
with  their  fields.  All  reports  were  compiled  by  the  chairper- 
son, submitted  to  the  Public  Improvement  Commission  for 
review,  and  a final  report  forwarded  to  the  Mayor’s  Of- 
fice of  Cable  Communications.  After  careful  evaluation, 
Cablevision  Systems  was  selected  by  the  Mayor  on  August 
12,  1981. 

The  present  function  of  the  Cable  TV  Review  Commit- 
tee is  to  assist  Cablevision  Systems  in  every  way  possible 
in  compliance  with  the  city’s  interest  as  they  enter  into 
construction.
